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THE FROZEN FLEET. 


A TERRIBLE TALBOF 8U FFKRING- 


FROM THE NOKTHEEN AREAS.

A Fleet of Fourteen Vessels Blecked 
by lee—A Jourmey Across the Ice 
bergs—The Gicem Thickening—Es- 
cape of Twe Vesselis—Tweilve Car 
ried away by the Immense Pack—No 
Poestble Hope Left. 


Telegrams to the Constitution, 
Sax Francisco, Oct. 23.—The whal- 
ing bark Florence, from the Arctic 
ean, with 190 men aboard, parts of 
the crews of the whaling fleet of twelve 
vessels which were lost in the ice, with 
portions of the crews of the remaining.

Story of their Vorace : 

The fleet consisted of fourteen ves- 
sels. Pienty.of ice in Behring’s sea. 
Owing to the extreme weather but few 
whales were found in the early part of 
theseason. The ships worked north 
towards Point Barrow as fasi as the ice 
opened. The Aretie was 

Crushed by lee 
on July the llth. The crew escaped 
to the shore and were finally rescued. 
The night of the 16th of August ble w a 
gale, which lasted several days. -A 
thick fog on the 24th of August, with 
ice closing in. The Clara Bell lost ber 
rudder and was drifted ashore. The 
Florence got under the lee of grounded 
ice, which saved her. The ships Josep- 
ine, St. George, Cornelius, Howland, and 
the barks Camilla, Jas. Allen, and On- 
ward were enclosed by the pack during 
the afternoon,and drifted rapidly to the 
northeast, between Woody and Refu- 
gee inlets. The ship Maringo, under 
all sail, got within three or four ship 
lengths of the open water, and chen 
Ine lee Closed en Her. 
As we neared Point Barrow the current 
slackened, and for two days we drifted 
slowly. The Rainbow and Three 
Brothers, under Point Barrow, lay in 
comparative satety, witnesses of our 
distress but unable to render assistance. 
Ihe Mareago, St. George and the bar« 
Acors Barnes, each sent a boat 
ashore, intending to follow with others, 
containing provisions and supplies in 
case of disaster, but owing to the ice 
starting afresh, were unabie to do 80. 
On the 26th the first officer of the Three 
Brothers, with a boat’s crew took the 
wife of Capt. Hackenott of the bark 
Barnes to his ship for salety. 
The next day St. George's 
men attempted to haul the boat ashore 
over tue ice, but were 
Caught in the Fours 
‘Phirteen of them got on board the 
Riinbow and Three Brothers, and oth- 
ers regained the ship except one, Who 
perished on the ice. The next day the 
thirteen tried to get back to the St. 
George, but never reached here. Etev- 
ea were rescued by Capt. Owen, of the 
Three Brothers; the other two were 
Frosen to Death ou the Ice. 
‘Theprospect was now gloomy. The ships 
were held helplessly on the ice, and were 
drifting rapidly northeast. On August 
28th they reached the end of the bank 
and the current changed to the 
east. The ships at Point 
Barrow were no longer visible. The sit- 
uation was worse than ever, the only 
hope being an easterly gale. On Au- 
gust 19 we found ourselves off Point 
‘largenta. The crew of the Marengo 
attempted to get ashore, but returned 
unsuccessful. The next day the mas- 
ters held a counsel on the Java, and 
concluded there was no further hope 
of saviug the ships, some oi which al- 
ready were badly ripped by ice. This 
was only a touch of 
What Might be Expected. 

The shipe altogether, had about three 
months provisions, not enough to last 
through the winter. After full d:scus- 
sion, seeing no way to get out of the 
difficulty, they decided the only way to 
save lives was to reach land before es- 
cape became impossible. September 
5th was chosen fr starting. The 
ships were twenty-five or thirty 
miles rom land, abreast West 
Head, Smith's Bay. Ou September 
5, all being ready on board the C. How- 
land, St. George, Marengo, Desmond, 
Joseph Allen, Acors Barnes and On- 
— the signal for departure was giv- 
en.

The boats been put 
in the best possible condition. The 
consisted of about twenty-five 
days rations of bread and meat, a 
change of clothing and a blanket for 
each man; everything else but guns and 
ammunition being left on board. The 
main hope was to find open water 
enough inside the ground ce to navi- 
gate the boats southward, and thus 
reach the two ships, which we 4 
ed were outside the Pack. We left at 
three p.m. We would firt carry tre 
b a half mile or 80 ahead, then 
turn and drag the boats along the ice 
which was very roughin places, an 
many holes, which would not bear the 
weight of a man.

and suffered much from the cold. The 
first night we camped on ice four miles 
from the ship. The next morning we 
resumed our march in a blinding snow 
storm from the northeast. [he ‘pros- 
pect was most discouraging. Several 
men deserted and returned toward the 
ships, where numbers of the crews re- 
mained, who refused to face the hard- 
ship and journey toward the land: Of 
their fate we knew nothing. Ou Sep- 
tember the 6th we reached 
A Strip of Open Water, 
launched boats and pulled toward land. 
All that day and next we kept working 
through and over the ice, and at eight 
o’clock in the morning made land two 
miles west of Point Targent. We con- 
tinued walking along the shore. At 
noon on the 9th we sighted the Three 
Brothers and Rainbow at Point Bar- 
row and reached them before night.

Tne indiaus Want Their Rations to 
be Sent out to rhem. 

CHEYENNE, Oct. 22.—Advices from 
Red Cloud agency dated 18, are as fol- 
luws: Immediate:y after the commis- 
sioners left the agency recently the In- 
dians moved and cam»ed about twenty- 
tive miles away, sending in only a few 
equaws to draw their rations. They 
were so far away that no information 
could be had as to their movements or 
doings and doubtless many of tliem are 
off on raiding and plundering expedi- 
tions. Word was sent by Oapt. Smith, | 
acting United States agent, to come 
into the agency. To this they paid no 
attention. In the meantime General 
Crook together with several of his staff, 
arrived there, and word was immedi- 
ately sent to these Indians that no 
more rations would be issued till they 
came into the agency, where they be- 
longed, and remain. Yesterday was 
issue day and very few Indians were 
present. Red Cloud was present but 
none of his band, and he refused to re- 
ceive rations. The ultimatum sent 
them will noc be receded fromin the 
smallest degree, and unless it is com- 
plied with,trouble is anticipated. Lieut. 
Chase, with 100 cavalry, leit Fort Rus- 
sell yesterday to intercept the ‘raiding 
parties Operating in the vicinity of the 
Chug creek. 

CHEYENNE, Oct. 23.--The telegraph 
line to Fort Fetterman, which has been 
interrupted since the 16th inst, proves 
to have been cut by the Indians. Com- 
munication was re-established to-day 
with that point On the 15th inst the 
agent of the supply train was attacked 
between Forts Fetterman and Laramie. 
T. M. Coleman, the wagon master, was 
seriously wounded in the ankle and 
several horses killed. It is reported 
that four Indians were killed or wound 
ed. A trail has been discovered show- 
ing that cattle hive recently crossed 
the Platt fiver fifteen miles south: of 
Fort Fetterman going in a northeast 
direction. These are the cattle stolen 
from near Laramie Peak, and they are 
being driven north to tue Indian vil- 
lages for winter food. 

Wa:HineTon, Oct, 23 —The Indien 
commissioner has no conlirmation of 
the reported removal of Red Cloud’s | 
bands 25 miles from the agency and 
their reiusal to receive rations. How- 
ever he says Red Cloud's people have 
long been dissatisfied, and he is free to 
confess that affairs at the agency have 
r ther a bad look. There are about 
6,000 Indians at the agency, including 
men, women and chiliren.

raising a pound of wool is only 6 cents. while

An average of 14 lambs are raised for everv 
hundred ewes, notwithstanding the ma of 
the dogs. ) 

The average yield of unwashed wool te the 
sheep is 3.34 pounds, which at 271-8 net gives 
an average clear income of 94 cents from each 
sheep. The ayerege price of lambs sold to the 
butcher in Georgia is $1.87. The average price 
of stoce sheep is $2.58 per bead. 

The average price of mutton is 2.75 per head. 
Ninety per cent uf tae correspondents report 
dogs the principal and generally the only obsta- 
cle to sheep husbandry. 

100.000 SHEEP KILLERS, 

From the agricultural bureau we iearn that 
there are in Georgia 99,415 dogs, and that be- 
tween April 1, 1875, and April I, 1876, they kill- 
ed 28 625 sheep. 

Tne statistics co lected by the tax receiver 
rem to corroborate the reports of the corres- 
pondents of this department, since there are 81 
dogs te every 100 sheep, or nearly one to three, 
and since these dogs are allowed to destroy in 
one year 28,625 sheep, worth $73.825, or nine per 
cent of the valueof all the sheep in Georgia. 
Notwithstanding this loss the annual profit is 
63 percent. Remove the causeofthe loss and 
the profits will be 72 per cent on the capital at 
present Invested in sheep, and the amount 
so invested would in a few years be redoubled, 
when the clear profits at the above rates would 
be $2,375,687 per annum—more than the total 
receipts of the state treasury for the year 1875, 
and more than one-fourth the public debt. 

THE SHEEP AS A FERTILIZER, 

The number of sheep now in Georgia wilt fer. 
tilize annually 25,544 acres. We will 
suppose this area to be plaut 
ed in cotton, and that without the 
sheep manure it would produco ene-haif bale of 
cotton to the acre. The increase on that area 
would be 12,772 bales of cotton, worth at $50 pe: 
bale $638 600. 

If there were 2,000,000 sheep in Georgia, as 
there would be, if properly protected, the iu“ 
creased production from the effects of their ma- 
nure, at the above rate, would be worth $4,000,- 
00) per annum, or one half of the amount of 
the state debt. 

GEORGIA AGAINST PENNSYLVANIA. 

Mr D vid Ayers, of Camilla, mitchell county, 
in southwestern Georgia, where snow never 
falls, and the ground seldom freczes and where 
tae original pine forests are carpeted wit" 
mative grass, says his sheep—3300 in numbe 1 
cost him annually 14 cents per head. Clip three 
pounds of unwashed wool, which sells at 30 cis. 
per pound, giving a clear profit of ninety per 
cent on the money and labor invested in sheep

in this section from 81.0 to $10 per acre 


according to the locality. Mr Ayers does- not 
feed his sheep at any time during the year, peith 
er has introduced the improved breeds, using 
only what is known as the native sheep. 

Of course the cross of the Spanish merino on 
his stock would give better results,both as to the 
quality and the quantity of the wool. These 
sheep receive but little care except to be gather 
ed up once a year tobe sheared and marked 
Mr John McDowell, of Washington county, 
Pennsylvania, keeps (50 highly improved sheep, 
which annually cost him $1 54 pe head to keep 
them. He aims to make hie wool clear, which 
average 4 pouuds of brooked washed wool per 
sneep, and sold this year at 56c mts per pound 
or $2.24 for each sheep sheared, but the last crop 
on account of a severe winter, fifteen cenu a 
pound, which makes his net income per sheep 
$1.60. His sheep are worth $3 50 per head and 
his net profits are 46 per cent on the capital in- 
vesied in them. 

The land on which Mr McDowell pastures 
his sheep is wo th $50 per acre, or fully ten 
times as much as that on which Mr Ayer’s flocks 
feed. 

In other words Mr McDowell in the fine farms 
ing regionsof Pennsylvania, must invest, sup 
posing he keeps two sheep to the acre,and Mr 
Ayer one, five timesas much in landas Mr Ayer 
to make one half the profiton the money in- 
vested in sheep. 

It will thus appear that when sheep hus- 
bandry is made a specialty, southwest Georgla 
has a decided advantage. 

WHAT 18 THE BEST SHEEP. 


Mr Peters has tested the Spanish merino, 
French merino, South-down, Oxfordshire-down, 
Leicester, Asiatic, Broad-tail or Tunisian, im- 
proved Kentucky Cotswold, and native sheep 
Of these the Spanish merino and natives, 
prove most profitable, the other pure breeds 
proving unhealthy with him. 
He has tested the crosses between the South 
down and Cotswold, South-down and native 
and Spanish merino and the native and the 
Co swold, and the native have proved most prof- 
bie. Ofthe two crosses, hein common with 
nearly every Georgian,gives the decided prefer 
ence to the cross with the Spanish merino and 
native. 

BUCKS. 
One buck in vigorous condition will serve 
fitty ewes if allowed to run with them, more if 
kept up, and the ewes turned out as soon as 
they have been served once, To avoid undue 
ekcitement and worry from running 
te ewe to ewe, and by fighting, each buck 
should, if possible, be placed in a separate in- 
closure with the ewes intended for him If an 
expensive Dick is used. and ft ts desired that he 
shail serve anumber of ewes, he may be kept 
in a peu into. which fifteen or twenty ewes are 
turned at a time The brisket ot a buck may 
Venitian red and lard, or lamp- 
black and Have an active shepherd con- 
stantly present, who may, with as little excite- 
mejit as possible, rethove the ewes as fast vs the 
buck marks them with the ect matter of 
his brisket. 
By this means a buck may ‘serve a hundred 
ewes with but li-tle injury to himself, and with 
as much certainty as to results as he will fifty 


} When allowed to run with the flocks. 


Bucks should be fed on oats during the pe- 
riod of their services, under any circum- 
stances.
